Bellevtie Vote Favors 
— ^etention-oiSchool 



HAILEY, June 19 — An overwhelming majority of the vot- 
ers favored the continued existence of the Bellevue high 
fichool at the election held from 1 to 7 p.ni. Wednesday, 
the 245 votes cast, 242 favored retention of the school. Only 
three persons voted for closure of the school. Blaine coun^ 
trtiBtees htid decided in March to close the school but no steps 
were taken pending the decision by the state aupreme court 
on the closing of the Acequia school. 

In the Acequia case the court ruled that a school could not 
bo discontinued without first submitting the proposition to 
election in the district. The dale for Wednesday's election 
was set June D by the board of trustees for the Blaine county 
consolidated school district. 

At the Acequia election held Jund 9, the Voters also decided 
to retain the local high school. 

Bellevue'a nearly 100 per cent vote in favor of continuing 
the school was well above the 60 cent mark ruled neces- 
lary for-rctention of the school.

AIR POWER NOT ENOUGH 
The old feud continues In direct propor- 
tion to the pressure created by hostilities In 
Korea nnd the threat of war with Russia, 

The question ot America's air power iwa 
been plunged into the thick of politics, with 
.^omc contending that our only safe coursa 
Is to create air atrength suttlclent to control 
the air over this country and the oceans aur- 
ToundSng this continent and to deliver atom 
bombs on Russian cities. 

The "land generals" have been accused ot 
blocking such a poJJcy and the "air gen- 
crals" have been criticized, perhaps unfairly, 
for seeking to pursue such a course to an ex- 
treme. 

However, there Is probably not a competent 
"land general-" In this country who would 
deny the dominant lole of air power in any 
future war. And certainly the "air generals" 
would llko to see a vast expansion of their 
forces for both offensive nnd defensive use. 

But It 13 also likely that no qualified air 
genera} believes that even'tha happiest en- 
largement of air power he can envisage nould 
malco this nation safe without accompanying 
land power. 
It has been said aEaIn and again but ap- 
— parantly. lt doesjtiolLrcSlater on thoae_who 




simply do not wish to believe It; Air experS" 
are convhiced you cannot count on delivering 
the atom bomb effectively by reliance only 
on long-range bombers. They are currently 
dubious about the place of the giant bomber 
In that taslc They Insist that medium-range 
bombers would Inevitably carry a big part of 
the burden. 

Medium-range bombers mean bases closer 
to potential Russian targets than the con- 
tinental United States or even any chain of 
Islands In mfd- Atlantic. They mean bases In 
Europe and North Africa. 

And banes cannot be held by air power 
alone. They are land. They must be prelect- 
ed by land forces, and not necessarily those 
of the country whose terrltoty Is Involved. 
Thia Is Just rock-bottom fact from which no 
competent military strategist, whatever his 
belief In air power, attempts to escape. 

There la no evidence, either, that a colossal 
air force would saveihe country ^oney. The 
cost of planes alone Is ataggerlng today. But 
beyond that there woi^ld have to be a huge 
ajlotment or'ntainwHer. to coTer air crows, 
malnteaance ontl/sdmlaiatrfltion. Even our 
present air -force (lemands a million men. 

To rely fully upon air power, too, would put 
the fate of Europe's great cities In the handa 
of long-range bombers whose usefulness 
In any new war Ig uncertain. NaturaUy we 
should encourage the Europeans to fight a 
land war on the continent— should It come— 
with all they can muster. Yet, since our own 
security is Involved In the safety of Europe, 
It wouia\aeem sensible to have some share 
In the giWnd defense. 

Beyond these purely oelfish considerations, 
we atill consider the Eim)peana our friends 
and allies. What assurance ii it to them' 
to be told: "Never mind If the Russians pour 
across your border and bomb your cities 
We'll bomb their cities to ruins." 

Especially since no one who has anything 
to do wlih really employing air power believes 
a war could be fought successfully that way. 

THEY ASKJCD FOR IT 
The hard core of red prisoner resistance on 
Ko]e Island having been smashed by force, 
the only way It could be, we must now ae« 
that the communist propagandists who mark 
this as evidence ot "Inhumane treatment" do

The basic fact, of course. Is that these 
prisoners have not been behaving like cap- 
tives.
